$85,573 in 1983 to $77,525 in 1984. 

The per capita fire loss is down from $7.90 
in ’83 to $7.16 in ’84. fhese figures are based on 
census population of 10,830. 

Single family dwellings still accrued the highest 
dollar loss — $73,050. Assembly and office build¬

The petition addresses the feasibility 
of the “Star Wars” programs. The signers 
are committed to averting the “unneces¬ 
sary and costly new arms race” and urge 
toward “peaceful utilization of space” 
that may “point the way to a less con¬ 
frontational and more cooperative future.” 

Every member of Congress received 
the petition which signers say is just a 
partial list. 

The group called upon Congress to 
reduce overall SDI funding to a level con¬ 
sistent with that of a pure research pro¬ 
gram rather than a weapons development 
program.

Unhappy experience 
with Group W service

tions to the local Group 
W TV. I think we are 
due answers to several 
questions from this in¬ 
furiating group who seem 
to insinuate that the cus¬ 
tomer is always wrong. 

In my personal case, 
the recent jump from 
$11.35 to $19.75 per 
month for the basic ser¬ 
vice seems grossly un¬ 
reasonable. I have had 
no new or extra equip¬ 
ment or service for at 
least three years. 

When 1 asked at the 
local GW office why 1 
am paying more and still 
have access only to the 
channels of some sixteen 
years ago (plus a few less 
desirable ones), 1 was 
told that I DO have ac¬ 
cess to ALL but Cable 
Pay and some unused 
channels.

“Let The Old Times 
Roll” was the theme for 
Monrovia’s birthday ce¬ 
lebration parade Satur¬ 
day as they honored their 
fire department and its 
75 years of dedicated ser¬ 
vice to protecting pro¬ 
perty and lives. 

Howwever, this wasn’t 
always the case. Monro- 
vians first became con¬ 
cerned with their fire 
protection back in 1890 
when the home of eity 
attorney, W. H. Smith, 
burned down while a 
“Bucket Brigade” com¬ 
posed of field hands 
were inadequately equip¬ 
ped to extinguish the 
blaze. 

This led to the for¬ 
mation of an all-volun- 
teer fire department with 
I ire Chief, Jaek Cran¬ 
dall, in 1906. This pro¬ 
gram met with continued 
failure as the unorgan¬ 
ized volunteers would ar¬ 
rive at the scene ol a 
lire in-full force only 
to find that nobody re¬ 


membered to bring a 
wrench that would open 
the fire hydrant. Several 
properties were con¬ 
sumed by fire this way. 

By 1910, concerned 
Monrovians formed the 
city’s first city-support¬ 
ed fire department. With 
tax-supported dollars, 
the department soon had 
the latest equipment for 
dealing with most emer¬ 
gencies. Soon the respect 
and faith of the com¬ 
munity was gained and 
the Monrovia Fire De¬ 
partment has had a very 
suecessful 75 years of 
service. 

In honor of its fire 
department’s history of 
outstanding service, 
Monrovia cleared the 
streets while 10,000 spec¬ 
tators watched history 
roll down the street. Fire 
fighting equipment from 
a 1904 fire wagon, 1917 
Model T Ford chemical 
engine, to the most mod¬ 
ern Mack pumpers res¬ 
tored, looked as if they 
could be pressed into ser¬ 
vice today to fight fires. 


The Park Plaza Mer- r 
chants Association en- l 
tered their beautifully i 
restored 1952 700 series j 
pumper. They found it t 
in delapitated condition ( 
in Newport Beach. Its ( 
old water tanks were | 
u.sed to store water for 
watering plants at a nur- i 
sery. The truck had to , 
be rebuilt from the hubs , 
up. Lights, ladders, and 
other missing equipment 
had to be scavenged for. 

It took the dedicated 
group several years to 
complete the project of 
restoring the old pump¬ 
er back to its original, 
like-new condition. 

Monrovia Mayor Paul 
Stuart, councilmembers 
John Nobrega, Bob 
Bartlet, Mary Wilcox, 
and Bill Tubbs, State 
Senator Newton Russell, 
and Assemblyman Rich¬ 
ard Mountjoy, Police 
Chief Bill Tubbs, rode 
in the parade on the an¬ 
tique machines.

John R. Justice, Re¬ 
gistrar, State Board, 
Sons of the Revolution, 
in the State of Califor¬ 
nia, recently presented 
the coveted, “SR Liberty 
Torch Spirit State 
Award,” to Mrs. Frank 
J. Erhart, Director, Dis¬ 
trict X, California State 
Society of the National 
Society, Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 

Erhart was honored 
for her support of the 
restoration and preserva¬ 
tion of the Statue of 
Liberty project in anti¬ 
cipation of the 100th An¬ 
niversary in 1986 and for 
her outstanding patriot¬ 
ism, interest of youth 
and untiring dedication 
to the preservation of 
our great Nation and the 
Constitutiion of the Uni¬ 
ted States of America. 

The Statue of Liber¬ 
ty’s new torch is being 
constructed, as was the 
original, by a French 
company. Artisans are 


already at work using an 
ancient, and today little- 
practiced, embossing 
technique known as re¬ 
pousse forming. Con¬ 
struction is being done 
at a workshop based on 
Liberty Island, where the 
Statue of Liberty now 
stands fully scaffolded 
in preparation for exten¬ 
sive repairs. The cor¬ 
roded original torch, 
which was removed in 
ceremonies on the Fourth 
of July, will be used 
as a model for its re¬ 
placement. 

“School children and 
other visitors have the 
unique opportunity to 
see the torch of our 
great national symbol 
being built in the way 
the original was done,” 
emphasizes Lee A. lacoc- 
ca. Chairman of the 
Foundation. “We hope 
everyone will come to 
see this historic work in 
progress.” 


The torch and its gild¬ 
ed plume of flame are 
scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted in time for the 
Statue’s Centennial in 
1986. The restoration 
will be marked both on 
July of that year, with 
a salute by tall ships of 
Operation Sail and an 
International Naval Re¬ 
view, and on Oct. 28, 
the Centennial of its de¬ 
dication by President 
Grover Cleveland. 

“The purpose of the 
SR Society is to preserve 
for succeeding genera¬ 
tions the principles of 
freedom and good gov¬ 
ernment for which the 
forefathers fought. To 
this end, it endeavors to 
develop awareness of, 
and interest in, the be¬ 
ginnings of our Nation, 
the sacrifices that initia¬ 
ted it, the cautious wis¬ 
dom which devised a sys¬ 
tem of checks and bal¬ 
ances under which all 
can achieve an unparal- 
elled degree of freedom 
and opportunity,” states 
John R. Justice, Regis¬ 
trar, State Board, SR, 
In the State of Califor¬ 
nia.”

“Picking a Pet for Your Child” 

Most veterinarians agree that children who 
are over 2 years of age can best appreciate 
animal companionship. Younger children are 
apt to unintentionally hurt or anger a pet. 
This presents a risk to both pet and child, 
since some pets may react to roughness by 
biting or scratching. Medical researchers also 
support the “after-two” theory, since there is 
evidence that older children are less likely 
to develop animal-oriented allergies. 

When choosing a pet for your family, it 
is important to consider your child’s person¬ 
ality as well as the pet’s temperament. It 
your child is an active romper, a dog will 
provide him with a spirited play partner. 

Among the breeds of dogs which are com¬ 
monly favored for being active yet gentle are 
terriers, dachshunds, dalmations, Boston ter¬ 
riers sheepdogs and schnauzers. If you’re 
choosing a mixed breed, consider the tem¬ 
perament of the different breeds m the dog. 

11 your child is quiet or shy, a pet who 
is calm and enjoys quiet times would be a 
good choice. Basset hounds and poodles arc- 
dogs which tend to be less active. Cats require 
less exercise and play than a dog and are 
affectionate partners who would love to cur 

up on your child’s lap. 

Your child may just enjoy observing ani¬ 
mals. Aquatic animals such as fish, frogs 
and salamanders are fun to watch.
